knowledge from the Arabians , as the firſt 
Inventers thereof : bur as this is not very 
ealie to prove , io 'tis not much material ro 
our purpoſe. We ought ro underſtand 
that the Arr of Diſtillation is the ſepara- 
ting, or drawing Juices, Liquors,and other

rent hears, as the matter may require )fron. 

moſt kinde of things, Or Diſtillation 1s 

by Art to ſeparate a running Moiſture firſt 

in vapors , ariling to the head of the Still, 

and from thence is condenſed and riirned 

into liquor, running into the applyed Re- 

ceiver : or It may be termed the changing 

of groſs Bodies into thin and pure ſubſtan- 

ces, ſeparating the moſt pure parc from the 

corrt.pez or the making things perlect, 

which are yer immature or unperfect , by 

which way matrer or things are brought to 
* fargreater purity , with «ugmentation <* 
their Vertues. Alſo by this Art of Diſtil- 
lation , are ſeparated the pure, eſſential, : 
fpiricnal Humidity, from the watry or fleg- 
-matick Matter, Or in few words , by Dt- 
itillarion may (from Herbs, Flowers, Roots, 
Seeds, Berries, Woods, ©c.) be drawn Spi- 
rits, Flegms, and Oyls, and from their Fe- 
cies by expreflion a Vineger, and our of 
thoſe Fecies after calcination , their fixed 
Sale. Our of Gums and Rozins are produ- 
ced Spirits, Oyls, and ar laſt a Balſom, or 
Red Oyl. In Salts, Minerals , and Met- 
tals, are varlous preparations, coo tedious 
here rorelate, the particulars you may find 
tnthe Treatiſe, For ki this Art are many, 
| and 
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BookTI. Chymical Piyſick, 3 
and vartous Confiderarions neceſſary tobe 
learned, that is according rothe matter tv 
be diſtilled , ro uſe feemly and proper ways 
whereby the Work may be' brought ro a 
happy end. Now all manner of Diftilla- 
tion may be performed divers ways, and in 
divers Veſſels, according tothe judgement 
and pleaſure of the Operator, yer ought 
he carefully ro minde that way mofl ex pe- 
dient for the guiding the Woi k after the 
beſt manner , and for thar purpoſe ro uſe 
ſuch Veſſels and Inſtruments mo{t exped:- 
ent for his intended Work. As for the Dt- 
filling of Herbs, Roots, Flowers, Leaves, 
B-rries,for the obraining their Spirics,O, ls, 
Vinegers, and Salts, thereneceflarily go- 
efl) before Diſtillacion , Infufion and Fer- 
menation. As for Veſl:ls and Inſtruments 
uſeful in other Diſtillacions , readin their 
proper places. 
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Efore we Treat of Diſtillations, it's 
convenient to declare the manner :&,/ 
Luting or Defending the Veſſels from the 
violence of the Fire , and for the cloſure of 
the Joynrs of the Veſſel, which many neg- 
Ag leting, 
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leting, do thereby looſe their beſt Volatile 
and Penetrating Spirits , and fotheir Me- 
dicine becomes leſs efhcacious , than if care 
had beenraken; and fur the prevention of 
iuch dangers, I have here art large deſcribed 
teveral forts of Lutes, as followeth. 

The beſt Lute for bailding of Furnaces, 
1s made of tifred Potters Earth ; or in defe& 
of that, good Lyme, being laid abroad: fitr 
inco ira litile fine Sand, and adding ſome 
Horſe-dung , mixing the fame with Brine 
of Fleſh, or Salr-warer , after incorporate 
aud labour tc well together witch creat dili- 
gence, the more the better; and if you add 
rhe Capur Mort of Aquafortis , firſt made 
{oft by the addicion of water,and mix them 
all, well , this Clay will not crack, butre- 
main fixt in the fire. Some add filings of 
tron, powdered Glaſs, &c. 

If equal parts of the Caput Mort of Vi- 
rriv], or Aquaforris, be mixc with Tobacco- 
pipe Clay and ſome Horle-dung, it ſerves 
for the Coating of Glaſſes , and ſo will the 
former. 

For rhe Cloſure of the Joynts of Glaſſes, 
you may firſt cloſe the Receivers tothe Re- 
corts with the aforeſaid Lute, and when dry 
you may ſmeer it over with a mixture made 
of cqual parts of Red-led and Quick-lime,

again; then mix them with. well beaten, 
Whites o: Egoe, and make it into Paſte.
